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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 
L Claims 1-16, drawn to a method of forming a porous film, classified in class 264, 
subclass 48. 

II. Claims 17-19, drawn to a method of forming an electrode, classified in class 427, 
subclass 58. 

III. Claims 20-28, drawn to a porous film, classified in class 429, subclass 303. 

rv. Claim 29, drawn to an electrode, classified in class 429, subclass 209. 

** Note claim30 has been removed fi*om Group III and claim 31 has been removed fi-om 
Group IV. These claims depend from claims contained in more than one Group. The 
claims must be amended to depend from only one Group, then the Examiner can assign 
claims 30 and 31 to the proper Group. Otherwise, the claims will be treated as non- 
elected regardless of the Group elected by Applicant. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a single 

combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be 

separately usable. In the instant case, invention I has separate utility such as the porous film may 

be used as a separator for a battery. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

Inventions I and III are related as process of making and product made. The inventions 

are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the process as claimed can be 

used to make other and materially different product or (2) that the product as claimed can be 

made by another and materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the 
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product may be made by a materially different process. The porous film may be modified by 
radiation or by an initiator. 

Inventions I and IV are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they 
are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, different 
fianctions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case the different 
inventions have different functions. The porous film functions to electrically isolate the 
electrode. 

Inventions II and III are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they 
are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, different 
functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case the different 
inventions have different functions. The porous film functions to electrically isolate the 
electrode. 

Inventions II and IV are related as process of making and product made. The inventions 
are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the process as claimed can be 
used to make other and materially different product or (2) that the product as claimed can be 
made by another and materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the 
product may be made by a different process. The porous film may be formed separately and then 
attached to the electrode or the porous film may be formed directly on the electrode. 

Inventions III and IV are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a 
single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be 
separately usable. In the instant case, invention III has separate utility such as the porous film 
may function as a separator for a battery. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 
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Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required 
for Group I is not required for Groups II-IV, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required 
for Group II is not required for Groups III-IV, restriction for examination purposes as indicated 
is proper. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required 
for Group IIII is not required for Group IV, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper. 

During a telephone conversation with David Posz on June 11, 2003, Applicant requested 
a written restriction.
